from the fact that the policy specifies what 
male and female students may wear and, 
therefore, could be in violation of Title IX of 
the Civil Rights Act (discrimination on the 
basis of sex). 
BOARD MEMBERS Clare Mashburn and 
Fred Hilgeman objected to the policy, pointing 
out that its inclusion might cause the district to 
loose federal funding 
Final approval of the policy manual would in­ 
clude approval of this dress code.

“ THE FANTASTIC ADVANTAGES for 
everyone are obvious. Cholesterol levels will 
plummet to all time healthy lows. Figures ob­ 
tained from Terrell, Taylor and Round Rock 
for 1975 show that they had 7. 5 and 15 fatal 
automobile accidents respectively caused by 
heart attacks attributed to high cholesterol 
levels. City and county officials estimated that 


a 25 percent tax increase will be required for 
additional emergency rooms and staff, and 
more ambulance and police units to handle the 
mounting costs caused by those lucky enough 
to reach hospitals alive from where they had 
collapsed at work, on the streets, walking on 
water. etc.

(sifts and voluntary service will 
speed more advances in the conquest of the 
scourge of heart and blood vessel diseases, our 
nation's leading killer and disabler.” 


Doerfler explains increase 


In response to criticism of increases in rates 
for Georgetown city water service outside the 
city limits. Mayor John Doerfler this week said 
the hike was instituted because the city council 
felt taxpayers were carrying too much of the 
load for benefits enjoyed by non taxpayers as 
well and that the city needs to build financial 
strength to cope with future w ater and 
wastewater needs 
DOERFLER issued that response in the face 
of mail protests from those most affected by 
the higher rates (see Letters to the Editor sec­ 
tion. page 2. Feb 
13 SUN) and opposition 
presented at the council’s last regular meeting 
Feb 8, at which the new rates were passed 
“ We want to make it clear that the council 
does not view those living outside the city 
lim its as 
second class c itizen s,',” said 
Doerfler, “ We see them as a vital element to 
the city's well-being Hut we also hope they’ll 
carry their share of the load for city benefits " 
Under the ordinance passed on one reading 
at the council's February meeting 
• Customers inside the city limits would be 
charged a minimum of $2 50 per thousand 
gallons for the next 7,000 gallons; and 55 cents 
per thousand for all water consumption over 
10.000 gallons That means a usage of 10.000 
gallons of w ater would hike that custom er’s 
monthly bill by just a dime. 
• Customers outside the city limits would 
pay a minimum of $10 00 per month for up to 3,- 
000 gallons of w ater, 90 cents per thousand for 


the next 7.000 gallons; and 82,5 cents per thous­ 
and for everything over 10,000 gallons. That 
means a custom er outside the city limits would 
see a $6 40 increase in his monthly bill if he 
used 10.000 gallons of water. 
Except for the higher minimum rate, all 
other water rates would remain the same. 
• The charge for each type water and sewer 
tap would be hiked $100. 
• Developers would pay a $50 per lot fee for 
each plat they file, at the time the plat is final­ 
ly approved 
POINTING OUT that the city estimates it 
will need to come up with money for $2Vfc 
million worth of water and wastewater pro­ 
jects during the next three to five years,

Poor Senate action 


lf a Senate bill, passed 25 6 in Austin this week, 
becomes law it will mean a goodby to moderate speed 
and a high hello to 70*75 miles per hour. 
IT WILL MEAN the additional burning of gasoline 
and an increase in the hospital and burying business 
Few of us like to poke along at 55*58 miles per hour in 
an automobile built to cruise nicely at SO It becomes 
all the more frustrating when everyone else on the 
highway is passing you by Most of us find it difficult to 
relate an additional IO miles per hour with personal 
danger to us or our loved ones 
Nevertheless, statistics carefully collected since the 
55 mile limit became law in 1973 clearly shows that the 
lesser speed has saved thousands of lives over the 
country and has been responsible for better mileage 
for the drivers who stayed with that standard. 
SUBE, A LOT of people have flaunted the law and it 
is mainly these folks who are pushing to get it off the 
books When caught, their speed has reflected on their 
insurance policies and driver's licenses. 
We think it is high time for Americans, and this in* 
eludes Texans, to remember why we slowed down traf­ 
fic all over the country. It was to conserve gasoline 
and that reason is more viable today than it was in 
1973. Ratification of the Senate bill by the Legislature 
and by (taverner Briscoe might be popular right now 
but it wouldn't be In the public interest — not in the 
long run

Phoenix, and Tucson Fleeing the Icy grip 
of the winter of '77, these tourists are giv­ 
ing the economies of Southwest resort 
area* an unexpected boost 
Furthermore, it seem* that the positive 
economic effect* of this record breaking 
winter on (hear area* may last well beyond 
the spring thaw 
For one thing, local visitor* bureaus re 
purl an unprecedented number of letters, 
many in regard to planning vacations for 


next winter And chamber of commerce 
spokesmen in several Southwest cities say 
there ha* been a dramatic increase, since 
the cold snap began, in inquiries from busi­ 
nesses and corporation* interested m relo 
cating in a simmer clime

X Mrs Manctm reports 
In contrast, the Palm Springs. California, 
rush did not really begin until mid-January 
During the first two weeks of the month the 
weather at this desert mecca was poor, ex­ 
plains Tom Hamlin of the local Chamber of 
Commerce 
They come pouring off the planes in 
their fur coats and galoshes,” says Mr 
Hamlin who expects the figures for the 
month to be 12 to IS percent above last 
year 
It s unprecedented You could call it 
a snow country boom,” he exults 
Like Palm Spnngs. Tucson and Phoenix, 
in Arizona, are well-known winter watering 
spots 


Greg Chmara explains that the lobby of 
the Tucson Chamber of Commerce is jam­ 
med with tourists from New York, Illinois, 
and Ohio - about twice as many as last 
year 
"And they are bringing money.” he says. 
They are relatively affluent - not the guy 
who was laid off his job at the factory.” 
Since the frigid weather began in the 
East and Midwest, the number of inquiries 
from corporate headquarters about reloca­ 
tion has doubled, says Mr Chmara "These 
are solid inquiries, from companies like 
Philco Ford," he claims. 


Although there are still accommodate 
in Tucson, it is becoming difficult to And 
place to stay in Phoenix The impact of the 
exodus from the cold-weather states has 
even affected the apartment market. One of 
the biggest apartment owners in the city re­ 
portedly has only 3 vacancies out of 2,141 
units. 
Here, the influx of overcoated visitors be­ 
gan about two weeks ago. says Ken 
McClure of the Arizona state Office of 
Tourism. 
This is normally the peak of the tourist 
season for Phoenix, Tucson, Palm Springs, 
and Yuma. The zenith of tourism in San 
Diego, California, is normally in August 
However, that city too has felt the Impact 
of the “snowbird” migration. 
According to American Airlines, traffic 
into San Diego is running 15 percent above 
normal. One well-known resort. Hotel Del 
Coronado, reports a 35 to 45 percent in­ 
crease in the number of guests who are not 
conventioner. 
Visitors from the Midwest and East who 
have friends and relatives in the Southwest 
have an alternative to staying in expensive 
resorts. They can pay a surprise visit. This 
too seems to be happening to an unusual ex­ 
tent, say people in these areas.

AUSTIN NOTEBOOK 
By Bill Kidd 


AUSTIN — Some of the votes being cast by legislators 
this session may end up being votes not just on bills and 
amendments but on the next governor of Texas as well. 
A fact of political life for governors is that what the 
Legislature does, good or bad, often ends up on their 
doorsteps. 
Dolph Briscoe, whose no-new-taxes policy rides much 
more easily when the Legislature isn’t in session, has 
much too lose and little to gain from the legislative perfor­ 
mance. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL JOHN HILL, on the other 
hand, stands to reap the harvest of voter discontent should 
the lawmakers flub it up. 
A number of lawmakers, and the public, appear distress­ 
ed that Briscoe has chosen to emphasize highways over 
school finance. 
Comments to that effect were voiced on both sides of the 
rotunda, with some members wondering why school 
finance isn t an emergency in Briscoe’s mind, and 
highways are. 
And if it does come to pass that the magic surplus, about 
as elusive and subject to as many confused reports as the 
Loch Ness monster, won’t cover highways, school finance 
and the recommended state budget — well, bad news for 
Dolph. 
Hill won t get blamed for what the Legislature does — 
because he’s not the governor. 
What does Hill need to beat Briscoe? “To make a lot of 
friends,” one associate opines. 
Or, putting it in slightly different form, for Briscoe to 
lose a lot of friends. And lawmakers could end up doing 
that for the governor. 


BUT WITHOUT A CATASTROPHIC performance by the 
lawmakers and Briscoe, the incumbent isn t likely to have 
sloughed off enough support for Hill to triumph merely on 
that. 
Nor is Briscoe likely to simply allow erosion of his sup­ 
port without making efforts to halt that trend - and even 
Hill acknowledges that Hill is behind Briscoe and couldn’t 
win an election against the governor today. 
But things may look different at the end of May — and in 
1978. 


MEANWHILE, BOTH MEN are busily meeting all the 
folks they can, following the thought that voters are more 
likely to support a candidate they’ve met — or met more 
recently — than one they’ve not met or haven’t seen for a 
while. 
And both men have tangled in some behind the scenes 
skirmishing, as. for example, on the “parens patriae’’ 
anti-trust bill. 
Hill s hope seems to be that his strong positions on such 
issues as consumer protection and the narcotics trade 
along the border will assist him in securing public con­ 
fidence. somewhat in the manner of Jimmy Carter — and 
that confidence will secure him a nomination. 
Briscoe and Hill probably see their approaching conflict 
as an issue-oriented affair, but voters are more likely to be 
looking at issues which are more controlled by the 
Legislature than by the executive branch: jobs, school 
finance and taxes. 
If those issues aren’t resolved satisfactorily by 
legislators, voters may drag them over to the guber­ 
natorial race — and Briscoe could find himself tied to an 
albatross which he didn’t shoot, and which he can’t eat. 
On the other hand, if the Legislature manages to accom­ 
modate school finance, highways, and all the other issues 
within the no-new-taxes framework, that success should 
help Briscoe. 


BLT IT S RARE that everyone aids up being fully 
satisfied with anything lawmakers do — ifs usually a 
question of the degree of satisfaction or dissatisfaction. 
And in the case of this session of the Legislature, the 
results may not be fully evident uni ti about a year has 
passed after legislators return home.

Some experts say that pound for pound she’s the best female 
tennis player in the world Former great Jack Kramer says 
she s in the mold of Maureen Connolly, Helen Wills, and Chris 
Evert And Bobby Riggs, whom she has beaten, says he's 
never seen a player as good at her age. 
The subject of this adulation is Tracy Austin, a pig-tailed, 
blond teen-ager from Rolling Hills, California, who has 
emerged as America’s latest tennis sensation. 
Only a month past her 14th birthday, the 4 ft ll in , 85-pound 
Californian has already won one professional tournament this 
winter, a satellite event to the Virginia Slims circuit, and 
sewed victories over such world class professionals as Greer 
Stevens of South Africa and Linda Mottram of Britain. 
Since playing in her first tournament at the age of nine, 
Tracy has captured IO national titles and collected nearly 200 
trophies. 
Virtually without competition in the 14-year-old class (of 
which she is national champion), the California wunderkind en­ 
tered the national girls' 18 championship last summer and got 
as far as the quarterfinals 


la the eyes of many veteran tennis observers, Tracy Austin 


carries a "opal miss” label Kramer and her teaching pro, 
former Dutch Davis Cup player Robert Lansdorp, believe she 
is destined to succeed Chris Evert as the reigning queen of 
tennis 
“She has what every champion heeds a strong desire to 
compete And she hates to lose," saki Kramer at whose Roll­ 
ing Hills Tennis Club Tracy practices two hours every day 
when she is not playing in a tournament. 
He added: "I’ve never seen a player her age that good. I 
don’t think she has a weakness and she’s quick and agile." 
Riggs, tike Kramer, is a former U S. and Wimbledon cham­ 
pion He was beaten. 6-2, by Tracy in an exhibition match last 
year before a crowd of 5,009. 


Lansdorp. who has been working with Tracy since she was 
seven, agrees with Riggs that she has no weakness in her 
game "Her service is not hit hard, but she is able to follow it 
to the net at times." lansdorp observes. "Her ground strokes 
are solid, she has a good lob. and her forehand and backhand 
are equally effective And she has an outstanding volley " 
For a while Lansdorp tried to get Tracy away from her two- 
handed backhand ‘That's a detriment in volleying," he saki, 
"but I ve stopped trying to get her to hit it with one hand, al­ 
though she does it occasionally 
"Her one fault is that she feels she has to try to blow strong 


opponents off the court," Lansdorp said. "When she does that, 
she loses a lot of her finesse." 
Comparisons with Evert, America’s last teenage tennis phe­ 
nomenon, are, of course, inevitable. Evert skyrocketed to 
prominence as a 15-year-old when she beat Margaret Court 
and a number of other top-ranking players and then went on to 
reach the semifinals of the UJ>. Open at the age of 16. 
Tracy seems to have a more solid all-round game at a com­ 
parable age, although her backhand, strong as it is, does not 
appear to be as potent a weapon as Evert’s at 14. 
"The one big difference is that Tracy is more aggressive 
than Chris," Lansdorp said. “She likes to go to the net, some­ 
thing Chris never did early in her career." 
For a 14-vear-old, Tracy has remarkable concentration and 
poise "She has a purpose for every shot she hits," Lansdorp 
said "She doesn’t just try to return a shot." 


A straight-A student in the eighth grade, Tracy is m aim 
beyond her years. She may look like an 11-year-okl but on the 
tennis court she thinks like a 25-year-old. 
Given her family background, it’s not surprising that Tracy 
picked up her first tennis racket at the age of three. Her oldest 
brother, Jeff, 24, is a touring professional, and her sister, Pam, 
26, currently a teaching pro, spent three years on the women’! 
pro circuit and has played with the Phoenix Racquets of World 
Team Tennis. A younger brother, John, ll, was ranked first la 
the 18-and-under class in southern California in 1975, while her 
third brother, Doug, 22, was captain of the Long Beach State 
College team last year. 
Tracy s mother, Jeanne, who accompanies her on the pro 
circuit, did not take up tennis until after Tracy was born. But 
in a few years she was ranked 25th among southern California 
women Tracy’s father, George, a nuclear physicist, is a good 
club-type player who says he’s “just good enough to warm 
Tracy up." 
"With all the talk about tennis every night at the 
table, Tracy just took up the game by osmosis," says Mrs. 
Austin, who operates the women’s concession at Kramer*! 
Tennis Club 
Riggs believes that Tracy will peak early. "She’ll either be 
the best in the world by the time she s ll or 17, or she’ll never 
be," he said 
Veteran teaching professional Vie Braden, who has worked 
with Tracy, says her ultimate success will depend on whether 
she can handle the pressure "When you’re this good, you cre­ 
ate your own problems," Braden said. "If you beat everyone 
they work harder to beat you."

Doerfler explains increase 


In response to criticism of increases in rates 
for Georgetown city water service outside the 
city limits.

• Customers outside the city limits would 
pay a minimum of $10 00 per month for up to 8,- 
000 gallons of water.

and for everything over 10.000 gallons That 
means a customer outside the city limits would 
sec a $6 40 increase in his monthly bill if he 
used IO.(HK) gallons of water 
Except tor the higher minimum rate, all 
other water rates would remain the same. 
• The charge for each type water and sewer 
(af) would be hiked $!(X) 
• Developers would pay a $50 per lot fee for 
each plat they tile, at the time the plat is final­ 
ly approved. 


POINTING OUT that the city estimates it 
will need to come up with money for $24 
million worth of water and wastewater pro­

is mainly these folks who are pushing to get it off the 


books When caught, their speed has reflected im their

AUSTIN NOTEBOOK

AUSTIN — Some of the votes being cast by legislators 
this session may end up being votes not just on bills and 
amendments but on the next governor of Texas as well. 
A fact of political life for governors is that what the 
Legislature does, good or bad, often ends up on their 
doorsteps. 
Dolph Briscoe, whose no-new-taxes policy rides much 
more easily when the Legislature isn t in session, has 
much too lose and little to gain from the legislative perfor­ 
mance. 


ATTORNEY G EN ERA L JOHN HILL, on the other 
hand, stands to reap the harvest of voter discontent should 
the lawmakers flub it up. 
A number of lawmakers, and the public, appear distress­ 
ed that Briscoe has chosen to emphasize highways over 
school finance. 
Comments to that effect were voiced on both sides of the 
rotunda, with some members wondering why school 
finance isn t an emergency in Briscoe’s mind, and 
highways are. 
And if it does come to pass that the magic surplus, about 
as elusive and subject to as many confused reports as the 
Loch Ness monster, won’t cover highways, school finance 
and the recommended state budget — well, bad news for 
Dolph 
Hill won t get blamed for what the Legislature does — 
because he’s not the governor. 
What does Hill need to beat Briscoe? “ To make a lot of 
friends.' one associate opines. 
Or. putting it in slightly different form, for Briscoe to 
lose a lot of friends. And lawmakers could end up doing 
that for the governor 


BUT WITHOUT A CATASTROPHIC performance by the 
lawmakers and Briscoe, the incumbent isn t likely to have 
sloughed off enough support for Hill to triumph merely on 
that. 


Nor is Briscoe likely to simply allow erosion of his sup­ 
port without making efforts to halt that trend — and even 
Hill acknowledges that Hill is behind Briscoe and couldn't 
win an election against the governor today. 
But things may look different at the end of May — and in 
1978. 


M EANW HILE, BOTH MEN are busily meeting all the 
folks they can. following the thought that voters are more 
likely to support a candidate they’ve met — or met more 
recently — than one they’ve not met or haven't seen for a 
while. 


And both men have tangled in some behind the scenes 
skirmishing, as. for example, on the “ parens patriae 
anti-trust bill. 


Hill s hope seems to be that his strong positions on such 
issues as consumer protection and the narcotics trade 
along the border will assist him in securing public con­ 
fidence, somewhat in the manner of Jimmy Carter — and 
that confidence will secure him a nomination. 
Briscoe and Hill probably see their approaching conflict 
as an issue-oriented affair, but voters are more likely to be 
looking at issues which are more controlled by the 
Legislature than by the executive branch, jobs, school 
finance and taxes. 


If those issues aren’t resolved satisfactorily by 
legislators, voters may drag them over to the guber­ 
natorial race — and Briscoe could find himself tied to an 
albatross which he didn't shoot, and which he can’t eat. 
On the other hand, if the Legislature manages to accom- 
modate school finance, highways, and all the other issues 
within the no-new-taxes framework, that success should 
help Briscoe. 


B l T IT S R A R E that everyone ends up being fully 
sati»fied with anything lawmakers do — it's usually a 
question of the degree of satisfaction or dissatisfaction. 
And in the case of this session of the Legislature, the 
results may not be fully evident unitl about a year has 
passed after legislators return home.

Some experts .say that pound for pound she s the best female 
tennis player in the world Former great Jack Kramer says 
she s in the mold of Maureen Connolly, Helen Wills, and Chris 
Evert And Bobby Riggs, whom she has beaten, says he’s 
never seen a player as good at her age. 
The subject of this adulation is Tracy Austin, a pig-tailed, 
blond teen ager from Rolling Hills, California, who has 
emerged as America's latest tennis sensation 
Only a month past her 14th birthday, the 4 ft ll in., 85-pound 
Californian has already won one professional tournament this 
winter, a satellite event to the Virginia Slims circuit, and 
scored victories over such world class professionals as Greer 
Stevens of South Africa and Linda Mot tram of Britain 
Since playing rn her first tournament at the age of nine, 
Tracy has captured IO national titles and collected nearly 200 
trophies 
Virtually without competition in the 14-year-old class (of 
which she is national champion), the California wunderkind en­ 
tered the national girls' 18 championship last summer and got 
as far as the quarterfinals 
In the eyes of many veteran tennis observers, Tracy Austin 
cames a "ogn't miss' label Kramer and her teaching pro, 
former Dutch Davis Cup player Robert Lansdorp, believe she 
is destined to succeed Chris Evert as the reigning queen of 
tennis 
"She has what every champion heeds a strong desire to 
compete And she hates to lose," said Kramer at whose Roll­ 
ing Hills Tennis Club Tracy practices two hours every day 
when she is not playing in a tournament 
He added: "Eve never seen a player her age that good I 
don't think she has a weakness and she’s quick and agile ” 
Riggs, like Kramer, is a former U S. and Wimbledon cham­ 
pion He was beaten. 6-2, by Tracy in an exhibition match last 
year before a crowd of 5,000 
Lansdorp, who has been working with Tracy since she was 
seven, agrees with Riggs that she has no weakness in her 
game "Her service is not hit hard, but she is able to follow it 
to the net at times, lansdorp observes "Her ground strokes 
are solid, she has a good lob. and her forehand and backhand 
are equally effective And she has an outstanding volley ’’ 
For a while lansdorp tried to get Tracy away from her two- 
handed backhand "That’s a detriment in volleying," he said, 
"but I ve stopped trying to get her to hit it with one hand, al­ 
though she does it occasionally 
"Her one fault is that she feels she has to try to blow strong 


opponents off the court,” Lansdorp said. "When she does that, 
she loses a lot of her finesse.” 
Comparisons with Evert, America’s last teen’-age tennis phe­ 
nomenon are. of course, inevitable. Evert skyrocketed to 
prominence as a 15-year-old when she beat Margaret Court 
and a number of other top-ranking players and then went on to 
reach the semifinals of the U^S. Open at the age of 16. 
Tracy seems to have a more solid all-round game at a com­ 
parable age, although her backhand, strong as it is, does not 
appear to be as potent a weapon as Evert’s at 14. 
“The one big difference is that Tracy is more aggressive 
than Chris," Lansdorp said. “She likes to go to the net, some­ 
thing Chris never did early in her career.” 
For a 14-vear-old, Tracy has remarkable concentration and 
poise "She has a purpose for every shot she hits,” Lansdorp 
said “She doesn’t just try to return a shot.” 
A straight-A student in the eighth grade, Tracy is mature 
beyond her years She may look like an 11-year-old but on tht 
tennis court she thinks like a 25-year-old 
Given her family background, ifs not surprising that Tracy 
picked up her first tennis racket at the age of three. Her oldest 
brother, Jeff, 24. is a touring professional, and her sister, Pam, 
26, currently a teaching pro, spent three years on the women’# 
pro circuit and has played with the Phoenix Racquets of Warld 
Team Tennis A younger brother, John. 19, was ranked first ta 
the 18-and under class in southern California in 1975, while her 
third brother. Doug. 22, was captain of the Long Beach State 
College team last year. 
Tracy s mother, Jeanne, who accompanies her on the pro 
circuit, did not take up tennis until after Tracy was born. But 
in a few years she was ranked 25th among southern California 
women Tracy s father, George, a nuclear physicist, is a good 
dub-type player who says he’s "just good enough to warm 
Tracy up " 
With all the talk about tennis every night at the dinner 
table, Tracy just took up the game by osmosis,” says Mrs. 
Austin, who operates the women’s concession at Kramer’s 
Tennis Club 
Riggs believes that Tracy will peak early. "She ll either bo 
the best rn the world by the time she s 16 or 17, or she’ll never 
be," he said 
Veteran teaching professional Vie Braden, who has worked 
with Tracy, says her ultimate success will depend on whether 
she can handle the pressure. "When you’re this good, you cre­ 
ate vour own problems, Braden said, "If you beat everyone. 
they work harder to beat you."

“I'm 
hoping to get my green card

and then I won't have to pay 
the English taxes anymore,

She s doing so well, she in­ 
tends to buy a home in Rev­ 
ery Hills (she was married, 
but now divorced) and is ob­ 
viously impressed with her 
good fortune here.

engineer whose various assignments as a con­ 
sultant on government projects afforded the 
artist an opportunity to paint landscapes in­ 
different parts of this country, Canada. Mex­ 
ico. and South America The most significant 
art centers where the artist worked were 
Provincetown. Massachusetts, with Charles 
Hawthorne and in Quebec, Canada, in 1926 
From 1920 to 1931 Mrs Knecht was a part of 
the art colony of Taos, New Mexico, then in its 
heyday of the American art world There she 
met and enjoyed the company of John Marin 
and Joseph Sharp, and there she studied por­

HUT HE STRESSED that the 
council had been considering 
the rate hike for some time, 
regardless of the need for 
capital improvements income 
’ The council felt there is an 
inequity between what persons 
inside the ^ity limits ami those 
outside pay for the benefits they 
both enjoy.” he explained 
* This had come up long 
before the water problem." 
Doerfler continued, "but the 
combination of the unequalness 
of the cost setup and the need 
for extra revenue made us feel 
we needed to raise the rates ’’ 
To support the council’s con­ 
tention that the city taxpayer is 
overburdened for city services 
in comparison to the non­ 
taxpayer, Doerfler issued a 
comparison compiled by coun 
cli member Carl Doer mg ex 
amining the annual cost of 
water and garbage services for 
taxpayers and non-taxpayers in 
both the Georgetown and Round 
Rock areas 
According to I W ring’s chart 
<reproduced below and 
available at City Hall. 103 W 
7th St i non taxpayers living 
outside the city limits receive 
these city services emergency 
police protection, fire protec­ 
tion, use of the city landfill as 
well as bulldozers and loaders 
there, garbage pickup, city 
water, health services limited 
sewer and social services, and 
use of city parks, the San 
Gabriel Community Building, 
the city swimming pool, lighted 
baseball fields the Georgetown 
Public 
Library, and the 
Stonehaven Center 
DOERING SAYS taxpayers 
receive only the following ser­ 
vices not received by non­ 
taxpayers 
continuous police 
patrol, use of the city sewer 
plant (for which the taxpayer 
pays a monthly charge I, and 
street upkeep 
[Wring compared the rates 
that Georgetown and Round 
Rock taxpayers and non-tax­ 
payers, as well as those in the 
Jonah Water District, would 
pay in a year's time for garbage 


pickup and 10,000 gallons of 
water per month if each owned 
a $45,000 home 
According 
to 
Doering s 
figures, the Georgetown non­ 
taxpayer in that situation paid 
$182 70 less annually than did 
the taxpayer before the rate in­ 
crease was passed 
$108 less 
than a member of the Jonah 
Water District; $192 60 less 
than the Round Rock taxpayer; 
and $78 less than the Round 
Rock non-taxpayer 
Following the rate hike. the 
c o rn p aris on shows, the 
Georgetown non-taxpayer will 
pay $107 IO less annually than 
the taxpayer in the situation 
outlined; $31 20 less than the 
Jonah District patron; $115 89 
less than the Round Rock tax­ 
payer; and $1 20 less than those 
living outside the Round Rock 
city limits 
Doenng s chart also extends 
the comparison to an identical 
situation in which the ratepayer 
uses 14.000 gallons of water 
monthly He came up with the 
same result, that the non­ 
taxpayer using Georgetown 
water and garbage pickup ser­ 
vices gets off cheaper under the 


new rates than the other four 
categories of ratepayers, in 
some cases only marginally, in 
others substantially. 
•PERSONALLY. I feel that 
the water rates the non- 
taxpayer will pay, even after 
the increase, are very fair,” 
said Doerfler He asserted that 
non-taxpayers get a far better 
deal relying on city services 
than they would through relying 
on private enterprise for their 
utilities or drilling wells and in­ 
stalling septic tanks. 
Doerfler did not hesitate to 
admit, however, that the rate 
hike was not passed because of 
the cost of extension of water 
service outside the city limits 
He said the increase stemmed 
mainly from the council’s belief 
that taxpayers were carrying 
too much of the load for city 
facilities, 
programs, 
and 
benefits enjoyed bv all. 
He also addressed himself to 
s e ve ra l 
questions 
and 
arguments put forth by op­ 
ponents of the increase, in­ 
cluding objections to the 
passage of the increases as an 
‘ emergency’ 
measure after 
only one reading 


Doerfler claimed the council 
made that move not to sneak 
the hike by ratepayers, but to 
avoid a flood of plats seeking to 
beat the higher filing fee 
“We had several plats com­ 
ing due." said Doerfler. “ and 
we didn t want that $50 sneak- 
ing by.” 
He added that the new 
charges have brought city 
revenue “ to a plateau I think 
we can live with for a while ”
